minded mortals; into fits, 


"If these ghosts," said one of the ]>arty, 


"are simply straggling beggars, why don't 
they ask for what they want? If they de-

Of course the conversation was seasoned 


with narratives of spectral appearances 
or of occurrences akin to them, and two 
of these latter 1 purpose to lay before the 
reader.

SNAKES AND NOTHING ELSE.

tlnkville, or Klainath Fnlls, is situ- 


ated in an obscure corner over the Cali- 
fornia border line in Oregon and may 
be reached in 24 hours' travel from San 
Fmnci»oo. You have only to tako tho 
northern bound train for Agzr; thence a 
stage line of about 30 mi leg conducts you 
*o your destination. 


There in a bridge in Llnkville that spans 


Klamath river. From this bridge, which 
i> a vantage point as far as view is con- 
cerned, a most extraordinary sight meeta 
the eyes. Along the river banks, at irreg- 
ular intervals of a few yards, are seen 
dark balls ranging from a foot to throe 
feet in diameter. They are stationary and 
as passive as a bowlder, which they re- 
«emblu in color. But if i\ stone is hurled 
at any of these strange spheres, to your 
horror snakes will crawl off in every di- 
rection, and the ball will melt away as 
lard melts in a frying pan. The repulsive 
creatures that have thus been coiled up in 
a perfect sphere glide away under rocks, 
and one minute later not a snake is to be 
seen in that particular spot. But the other 
balls of snake* in the vicinity are little 
disturbed ,by the stone. A close Inspec- 
tion will reveal only a moving head or 
twitching tail in the mass that before 
looked like an immovable bowlder. Those 
that were Mattered, however, may later 
seek the neighboring spheres or in a few 
minutes slink out of their biding places 
and reassemble themselves In balls. 


LiukviUe is in a very barren district. 


Nothing whatever grows upon the rocky 
soil, not even sagebrush. And so the 
river banks, which are a mass of drift- 
wood and rocks, seem a befitting place for 
snakes. But it is surprising that they 
should develop in such great numbers. 
When not rolled in balls, they may be seen 
slipping in and out among the rubbish, 
and the ground for yards will be a squirm- 
ing, wriggling mass. 


These snakes are perfectly harmless. 


Indeed, if it were not for this fact, Link- 
villa would not be habitable, for, while 
the immediate neighborhood of the river 
is their favorite haunt, they roam for 
many hundreds of yards away and may be 
seen along the roadways and around the 
houses and creeping over the porches. 
They possesss a- marked degree of tame- 
ness. You may pick them up with,im- 
punity, and children play with them on 
the doorsteps. 


The Linkville snakes are dark in color, 


with two yellowish stripes on their backs. 
The average size is about Ui inches in

nent subject themselves to many annoy- 
ances which strike the American first class 
traveler as entirely unnecessary, but they 
also take solid comfort in their own way 
aud according to princely lights. Barring 
luxuries to which the great railway cor- 
porations hero have accustomed us, the 
modes of getting about in European coun- 
tries Ate not to be despised. On the other 
side voyagers still voyage with sill t-heir 
luggage in their laps or on the sentsof the 
compartment, and because of this time 
honored custom a regular class of thieves 
ply from one end of the steel thorough- 
fares to the other, ever 011 the alert for the 
satchel of jewels or the unwary stranger 
with valuables in a band bag. 


The reason wealthy persons burden 


themselves with such things is there is al- 
ways dauger of tho larger baggage being 
robbed in transfer. Xo one has ever been 
able to keep a strap on his or her trunks, 
porters on the other side coolly removing 
them under the very eyes of the owner. 
Great thefts have been committed in 
France aud Italy on the different railway 
lines, cither at the station where the lug- 
gage was put on board the train or by 
those officials in charge of it before it 
reached its destination. Xo tourist who 
has thus suffered has been able to get re- 
dress, and hence the native, aware of the 
weakness of these railway officials, carries 
the tempting hand bag which in its time 
may also disappear.

Conratreonu Animal*. 


In North America one of the largest of 


the weasel family is the "fisher," a very 
large, long furred polecat, living mainly 
by the waterside, and, like many others 
of the tribe, very partial to flsh. It weighs 
about 16 pounds, and its long, richly col- 
ored fur is exported in great quantities to 
different parts of Europe, though not often 
used in this country. A trapped '-fisher" 
will attack any one who comes within 
reach o£ the trap chain, and when free 
will beat off any dog of twice its size. But 
perhaps the most striking example of the 
courage of the smaller species yet recorded 
is thut shown by a small variety of jungle 
cat known as the fishing cat, which, 
though no relation to the Canadian ''fish- 
er," is quite as courageous. One of these, 
which was kept in ;v menagerie, broke 
through into the next cage, and there at- 
tacked and killed a leopard which was 
three times its own size. 


The Indian mongoose possesses all the 


courage of the polecat, together with ami- 
ability and a "regulated" mind. It turns 
its pluck and prowess to good ends, and 
wo imagine it to stand at the head of the 
list of the smaller animals if quality as 
well as quantity is demanded as a mark 
of intrepidity. There is no doubt that the 
mongoose realizes the deadly nature of the 
cobra's bite. Its intense excitement is 
strong evidence of this. But a mongoose 
has been known to fight just as bravely 
against other foes.

tack and drive off a large greyhound which 
it fancied was hostile to.it.—Spectator.

It stalks about the great 
sandy plains of central Africa with a com- 
posuro anil lordly grandeur, as if it wre 
the most beautiful bird in the world. Its 
body feathers are of a dull metallic-green 
color and its wings and tail are dingy 
black. Looking at the awkward creature, 
no one would suspect that under its un- 
gainly wings is carried the most exquisite 
?.ml fairylike litUe plumes, so airy that U 
takes bosketfuls of them to weigh an 
ounce. They are jr«ir« white, and so much 
desired for trimming that the bird is vig- 
orously hunted by the natives, who sell 
theso dainty feathers to trailers for a very 
large prica. 


Hunting the marabou is attended with 


great difficulty, as the bird possesses won- 
derful cunning, and often contrives to 
outwit the most skillful hunter. With 
laughable dignity it measures the ground 
between itself and its pursuer and takes 
very good care not to exhaust itself by too 
rapid flight. If the hunter moves slowly, 
the bird at once adopts an equally easy 
pace, but if the hunter quickens his steps. 
the bird is off like an arrow. It is very 
difficult to get within gun range of this 
calculating creature, but the natives adopt 
a novel means of capturing it, which tho 
bird, with all its astuteness, is unable to 
comprehend and falls an easy victim. A 
tempting morsel of meat is tied to tho end 
of a long stout cord, which the skillful 
hunter flings to a great distance, as he 
would a lasso, the bait falling as near the 
fleeing bird, as he can aim it. He then 
conceals himself hastily behind a bush or 
crouches low on the sand. The marabou, 
which always keeps its eye on the hunter, 
teeing him vanish, quietly stops and de- 
vours the bait, when it is easily secured by 
the hunter, who runs toward it, coiling 
the rope as he goes. 


The marabou feeds on carrion, like the 


vulture. Its throat is very largo, nnd it 
will greedily eat everything that comes in 
its way. 
In the swamps and plains 


around Khartum on the Nile are im- 
mense flocks of marabous, and they are so 
daring as to come to the slaughter houses 
on the outskirts of the city in search of 
food, and whole ox ears and shin bones 
with hoof attached have been found in the 
crops of specimens which have been killed. 


This bird is a very skillful fisuer. It 


haunts the low, marshy islands In the riv- 
ers and lakes of central Africa, with ele- 
phants, monkeys, flamingoes and lUHuy 
varieties of birds for its companions, aud 
gains its principal food from the water. 
They often go in companies of 10 to 12 to 
flsh. Wading in the water, the birds form a 
circle, which they gradually draw togeth- 
er, gathering the frightened flsh in the 
center of the net, when with their long 
bills and quick movements they speedily 
provide themselves with a hearty meal. 


Although marabou mammas have boon 


seen proudly parading round with a 
brood of diminutive downy young ones, 
so shy and retiring is this bird in its do- 
mestic habits that naturalists have been 
unable to determine when and how it- 
builds its nest. The natives assert that it 
nests in high trees, but their statement is 
not confirmed. 


In captivity the marabou is lord of the 


inclosuro, aud in zoological gardens, 
where specimens have been confined, no 
other birds, jior even small boasts, dare 
approach thefeeding trough xintil the lian- 
ger of this impudent bird is satisfied and 
it has retired to the warmest corner for » 
nap. The immense strength of its bill 
makes it a formidable enemy, and when 
fighting for food it will often overcome 
the largest vultures, and wage successful 
battles with beasts of prey. 


The hyena inhabits the same portions of 


Asia > and Africa as tho marabou, and 
travelers give accounts of terrible con- 
tests between these two singular members 
of the animal kingdom. The hyena is 
called the vulture among beasts, as it pre- 
fers carrion for its food, and as long its It 
can find dead animals to devour it leaves 
tho flocks and herds in peace. 
Cowardly 


by nature, it rarely attacks man or beast 
unless driven to desperation by hunger. 


The striped hyena inhabits the northern 


latitudes of Africa, Persia and Syria, while 
the spotted species, which is easily tamed, 
and is sometimes called hyena dog, is 
found in large numbers In the vast plains 
of South Africa. 


The hyena is a strange looking beast. 


It has a big head and a heavy, shaggy 
mane. The hind part of its body is much 
lower than its shoulders and its hind logs 
are short. This odd formation gives it an 
awkward, shambling manner of walking, 
which is both ludicrous and hideous. 


This creature rarely shows itself by day, 


but when tho shadows of night fall on tho 
plains and forests it coiuus out from its 
homo among the rocks and caverns in 
search of food. African travelers aro much 
annoyed by it. When the camp is silent 
and all arc sleeping, the hyena conies 
prowling round, uttering hoarse human 
cries, and should it fail to find sufficient 
camp refuse to satisfy Its hunger, some 
poor donkey is euro to be torn in pieces by 
its terribly strong jaws. 


Few animals have been the subject of 


so much superstition. In ancient times 
It was believed that a dog went mad if a 
hyena turned Its evil eye upon it, nnd the 
beast was believed by many to be tt wicked 
sorcerer, who wont about in human form 
by day and at night assumed the shape of 
a hyena. Thu poor and ignorant peasant- 
ry of Arabia, even at tho present day, be- 
lie vu in tho evil aye of this Benst and are 
afraid to shoot it lest they should incur 
tho wrath of thu winked spirit which they 
imugiuo walks tho earth in this ugly form. 


The poor hyena, however, far from bo- 


ing iiu evil spirit, is u I'oul b)et>«lng to the 
regions it inhabits, as it in a natural scav- 
enger, provided by the kind wimloni of 
nature, to olear the ground of much loath- 
some and decaying matter, thereby render- 
ing the air sweeter and purar aud more 
healthful. —Kxohange.

Enormous feasts were spread at the 


Persian and other Asiatio courts, and the 
great Grecian conqueror of those regions 
was once or twice in his dazzling career 
more lavish, than even the. successor of 
Cresar. But it was not a regular habit j 
with him, nor was reckless prodigality ! 
ever a vice of his nation. Of'course there 
were exceptions, and that societies devoted 
to luxurious living existed in Athens we 
know from the works of Archestratus and 
Athenceus, who wrote long poems to the 
glory of cookery. The Hellenic epicures 
were ingenious and often fantastic in their 
ideas, but were not, as a rule, guilty of 
gross extravagance. 
They were fond of 


such conceits as having a whole pig-served, 
one Bide roasted and the other boiled and 
stuffed with a great variety, of, delicacies, 
although tho animal had never been cut 
or separated in any way. Their cooks 
were also skillful in preparing vegetables 
to taste like meat. 


A certain king hod an intense longing 


for a fish called an "aphy," at a time 
when he was so far away from the sea 
that he did not suppose his desire could 
possibly bo gratified, but bis cook made 
him an artificial' 'aphy" out of a turnip and 
disguised it so cleverly by sauces that the 
monarch was completely'deceived. Occa- 
sionally wo hear of voracious gluttons 
among the old Greeks. One of «ho meat 
noted was Philoxenus, who wished he had 
a neck like a crane, go that his enjoyment 
of what he swallowed could be lengthened 
by several inches. This selfish fellow used 
to keep his throat in training by gargling 
it with scalding water. 
Then he bribed 


tho cooks, wherever he went, to send in all 
the meals furiously hot; thus ho finished 
the best there was of each dish before any 
one elso dared to touch a morsel. A fol- 
low guest was once so offended at this that 
ho refused to remain at tbe table of Phl- 
loxtmus, saying he had been invited to dine 
with a man and not with an oven.—E. H.

His 


,jiiii. is a straight liue. his head t-revt, 
his chest broad and deep. This meaus 
hat tlit vital organs are properly sup- 
ported by the attachments provided by 
nature und thai they do not rest upon 
and crowd each other. The heart, luugs. 
stomach, liver and kidneys are thus en- 
abled to do their work unimpeded, aud 
heir activity in providing food for the 
issues and in removing waste matter— 
which is the prime cause of disease—is a 
>otent factor in longevity. A large trunk, 
with legs short iu proportion, a straight 
*pine and an erect carriage are among 
lie most obvious characteristics of thpse 
who attain great age. 


Another characteristic, less evident to 
he untrained observer, but equally im- 
wrtnnt, is the habit of slow, deep res- 
piration. The oxygen is the only real 
'ood.'for only the matter oxidized in the 
system becomes tissue. Deep, full breath- 
ug 
means 
an 
immensely 
increased 


amount of oxygen ingested and an eqnal- 
y augmented quantity of poisonous mat- 
ter eliminated by the lungs. 
Mental 


Quietude is essential to proper breathing. 
The excited man, the emotional individ- 
ual, who suffocates with joy, palpitates 
with 
enthusiasm, chokes 
with 
rage, 


?asps with astonishment, sighs from the 
intensity of b,}s attachments—the emo- 
tional individual by every inequality in 
his respiration abbreviates his life. 


Another physical characteristic of lon- 


gevity, most Important of all and sel- 
dom or never noticed, is ease and repose 
of movement. The old person—the hale, 
vigorous, healthy old man—moves easily, 
lightly, silently. He has always moved 
that way. That's the reason he is here 
now instead of with the others who, 
with their gasps and sighs, their clinched 
brows and- twirling thumbs, their intense 
emotions and little complaints, are gone 
and forgotten. 
Ease of movement and 


grace depend upon muscular relaxation. 
Muscular relaxation is impossible except 
when the mind is tranquil. 


A fourth peculiarity of those who live 


long is that they are invariably small 
eaters. Gormands- die young. The oc- 
togenarian is always frugal. 
The enor- 


mous physiological task of 
digesting 


and excreting daily pounds of food not 
needed by the organism is not performed 
by the frugal eater, and so he has the 
more vitality to expend in thought, in 
woiking arid in living out his century. 
We live not so much because ot what we 
eat us because of what we do not eat. 
Much has been written on the subject of 
longevity, but little that today possesses 
any beyond a merely literary interest. 


The influence ot occupation, of climate, 


of stimulants, ot location, of race and 
breeding upon longevity opens interesting 
fields for discussion, but affects the mat- 
ter only indirectly. 


To recapitulate: The four leading char- 


acteristics of the individual who attains 
longevity are large thorax, deep, full, 
fclow breathing, muscular relaxation and 
frugal habits regarding diet.— Health 
Culture.

The Firnt Conclie* In London. 


Riding'was the only alternative to 


walking at the beginning of Elizabeth's 
reign, and a lady never rode without sis 
or seven serving men to' carry attire suit- 
able to all contingencies and the means 
to repair a toilet which might suffer on 
the journey. To diminish this cost coach- 
es came into use. They were introduced 
in 1504 by a Dutch coachman of the 
queen, hut we are told "a coach was a 
strange monster in those days, and the 
sight of it put both man and horse into 
amazement; some said it was a great 
crab shell brought out of China, and some 
imagined it to be one of the pagan tem- 
ples in which the cannibals worshiped 
the devil." But at length these doubts 
were cleared and coachuiakiug became a 
substantial'trade. 


So rapid was the increase of coaches 


that in 1001 an act of parliament was 
passed "to restrain the excessive and su- 
perfluous use of coaches within this 
realm." In sftite of this innovation no 
method could be devised which made lo- 
comotion pleasant through streets which 
were alternately torrents of dirt finding 
their way to the Fleet ditch and thick 
deposits of black mud, which furnished 
a ready weapon to any one who wished 
to express disapprobation. It is difiicult 
for us to picture London without cither 
cabs or omnibuses.—Bishop of London in 
Cornhill Magazine.

Picture frame moldings, such as are 


manufactured and sold by wholesale in 
strips to be cut op as niny be require.! 
in the making of picture frames, are pio 
duced in lengths uf 1- feet. 
They aie 


produced ia pretty nearly all natural 
woods. There are also produced ch.-ajier 


,-ture frame moldings in imitation ot 


some cf these ivoods, as of oak. These 
various moldings are made ia many 
widths and many thicknesses and in 
great variety of form, great numbers of 
them with no ornamentation whatever 
and many of them ornamented with a 
beading or other design, which may be 
Carved ia the wood by the machine in 
which the molding is made or pi eased or 
stamped in the wood. 
Sometimes this 


beading is gilded or so treated as to look 
like oxidized metal, and sometimes n 
straight, smooth liue or division of a 
wood molding is finished in the same 
manner. 


Many picture frame moldings are fin- 


ished in white, some iu white with an- 
other color, some are made in combina- 
tions of colors nnd some arc made in sin- 
gle colors, and these last may be made 
in many shades. Then there is a variety 
of moldings in black. 
Ma'ny of these 


colored moldings are plain in design, and 
there are among them many that are 
odd. 
Aud then there are many of the 


colored moldings that are highly orna- 
mented. 


Of gilded picture frame moldings the 


variety produced is very large. 
Some 


are gilded with gold, some with a lac- 
quer laid on over silver leaf and some 
are gilded with a cheaper material. 


Picture frame moldings, taking them 


altogether, ure produced in thousands 
of styles, and new styles are constantly 
being added, these being put on the mar- 
ket twice a year, for the spring and fall 
trade. 
A picture frame molding manu- 


facturer producing moldings iu literally 
hundreds of styles vyould still produce 
more or less new styles. '20. perhaps, or 
40 each season. 
But for all the great 


variety offered there are certain kinds 
cud styles of picture frame moldings 
that are staple goods and that sell steadi- 
ly, just as there are staple lines in all 
kinds of merchandise. 


There are big factories devoted solely 


to the manufacture of picture frame 
moldings. 
Some manufacturers make a 


specialty of gilt moldings, some of nat- 
ural wood and other moldings, and in 
some factories all fcorts of moldings and 
frames as well are produced.—New York 
Suu.

Flowers In Mexico. 


The flowers of the City of Mexico are 


one of its chief delights. Hoses, violets, 
forgetmenots, 
marguerites 
aad 
lilies 


bloom all the year round. There are few 
weeks when a quarter will not buy a 
splendid big bunch and when a silver uol- 
lar will not till the vases in the house <o 
overflowing. 
Flowers arc sold not only 


at the flower market near the cathedral, 
that is devoted entirely to flowers, straw- 
berries and birds, but at the other gener- 
al market and on the street corners. 


The "flower girls" of the capital fire all 


boys and men. At some places in Mexi- 
co, particularly Guadalajara, little girls 
are to be seen on the streets all day and 
iu the evening offering boutonnieres for 
which they will not set a price, but ask 
you to give what you please. It is hard 
to find a flower on sale anywhere after 
midday. The flower seller makes up bou- 
quets in the most artistic fashion. 
The 


street venders never sell loose cut flow- 
ers, but arrange them upon a basework 
of green so that each flower stands by 
itself, aud the whole bunch is prettily 
finished with a garniture of green leaves 
or ferns. 
Set pieces are also arranged 


with a fine sense of taste and regard for 
colors. A jmusy wreath three feet across 
can frequently be purchased at the mar- 
kc-t for §1. 


Flowers are very generally used at fu- 


nerals, and it is Uot an unusual sight to 
see a casket, even ot one of the poorer 
class, completely covered with flowers, 
wreaths, crosses and baskets in bewilder- 
ing array, as it fs hurried through* the 
crowded thoroughfares upon an. .open 
street.—Chicago Record.

The DUappearlnir Shaker*. 


Few people know thnt the birthplace 


of the Shaker religion in N'ew Krigland is 
Harvard, a picturesque little Massachu- 
setts town ahout 40 miles west of Boston. 
It was here that Mother Ann Lee, an 
English woman, came in the summer of 
1781 with a little band of devoted fol- 
lowers to expound the doctrines of her 
faith. Today there arc two settlements 
of Shakers in the neighboring towns of 
Harvard and Shirley. 


During the last 50 years interest in the 


Shakers has gradually died out, and the 
membership all over New England bus 
grown smaller and smaller. As there are 
never any births in a Shaker family, the 
only hope of growth lies in taking iu new 
members from the outside. 


Of course the logical result o£ such a 


theory -is that death will deplete the 
ranks, and so today the communities at 
Harvard and Shirley are not as large and 
prosperous as they were once. A large 
proportion of the two families are old 
men and women, and there are few young 
members to take their places ia the years 
to come.—Boston Herald.
